coal. The telegram read as follows:!

“Movement of coal to Detroit has 
started and we feel justified in start* 
ing the plants 
tomorrow

“Post notices calling the men baclc 
to work and notify the newspapers.” 
Executives of the company said 
operations would be 
resumed 
at 
Highland Park, River Rouge and 
Dearborn, where 
the three large 
plants of the concern are located, 
at 
midnight 
tonight. 
Assembly 
plants throughout the country that 
were shut down with the parent 
plants also will resume as quickly 
as their men can be recalled. 
It is planned to put production 
Immediately on the basis it w'as at 
the time of the closing. 
The resumption is understood at 
the Ford offices here to be a direct 
result of a conference Edsel Ford 
had in Cincinnati yesterday with a 
group of about fifty coal producers. 
Just what arrangements were made 
to obtain coal were not made known 
here. 
Henry Ford approved the plan of 
his son, Edsel, for the re-opening. 
A few minutes later he left for a 
railroad station and departed for 
the south to visit various coal fields. 
It was assumed at his offices that 
he desired to personally make ar­

KIPLING. 
Eudyard Kipling says he didn't say it, 
and that should end it, but it won’t. 
We 
have yet to hear from Mrs. Clare Sheridan, 
who reported the 
interview 
with him, 
which he now denies and in which he was 
alleged to have cast many slurs upon Amer­ 
ica’s part in the war, including the state­ 
ment that we came in too late, that we 
forced a premature peace, that we got the 
gold of the world and that we proved that 
we had no soul. 
Mrs. Sheridan, in all like­ 
lihood, will stick to her guns, and many 
readers will conclude that probably the 
truth of the matter is that Kipling did say 
to Mrs. Sheridan something approximating 
what she says but that he did not intend it 
for publication. 
That may or may not be 
the fact but many will assume it to be. 
Thus the incident is really beyond cure, 
which is a pity, since it will do a certain 
amount of harm. 
Some 
people 
in this 
country have already seized upon it and 
are utilizing it to no 
good 
end— notably 
Senator Borah, who seems to have been 
thrown by it back into another frenzy of 
enthusiasm for his 
isolation 
policy. 
He 
points to Kipling’s alleged remarks and in 
effect gives thanks that we are not assoc­ 
iated with a people who can think and say 
the things about us that Kipling is reputed 
to have said. 
The stimulus thus imparted 
to prejudice will not be nullified by the 
poet’s denial. 
So the whole thing will be regretted by 
sensible Americans and sensible British­ 
ers. 
Admirers of Kipling, of course, will 
regret it, too, yet in one 
sense 
its after- 
math is a remarkable tribute to a literary 
giant often assailed by pygmies nowadays. 
“What does Kipling 
amount to?” 
they 
have asked scornfully. “What little genius 
he had has burned out, and he never had 
much." Yet what one of them could have 
caused the sensation which these words at­ 
tributed to Kipling have caused? 
They 
might talk 
themselves 
black in the face 
with abuse of America and we wouldn’t 
mind. 
But when 
Kipling 
speaks, 
even 
though the words are put into his mouth by 
another and 
perhaps 
falsely, the whole 
world listens.

Oberammergau is a picturesque village 
in the Bavarian highlands. 
In 1633, as an 
act of gratitude for the

years. 
They have ever 
since observed the vow. 
The inhabitants of Oberammergau are 
notad for their skill in carving wood and 
ivory, but they have 
established a rare 
union of artistic cultivation. 
To them, the 
Passion Play has been the cause of a de­ 
velopment of the finer instincts, so that the 
artistic appreciation of the average inhabi­ 
tant of 
Oberammergau 
is probably far 
above that of the surrounding villages. 
Each actor looks upon his part as an act 
of religious devotion, his histronic accom­ 
plishments being a secondary considera­ 
tion. The result has been the perpetuation 
of a religious fervor that had its incipiency 
in an expression of thankfulness three cen­ 
turies ago. 
Perhaps it is this expression of faith that 
has attracted 18,000 Americans to the Pas­ 
sion Play this year. 
Doubtless they find a 
soothing simplicity in the devout worship 
of the residents of Oberammergau. Be that 
as it may. Oberammergau, a quiet nook in 
the Bavarian highlands, every decade at­ 
tracts more persons from the bustling out­ 
side world than it did the one before.

“It is very apparent that we have 
an obligation to afford relief,” the 
president said in his letter to Chair­ 
man Warren c* the senate appropria­ 
tion committee, adding that the need 
could not be met by the private 
funds of American relief organiza­ 
tions.
